Where does Freedom StopL 


The Supreme Court, in a controversial decision, 
ruled that "freedom stops at the schoolhouse 
gate". By a five to three vote they ruled that a 
principal has the right to censor students' school 
newspaper, clothing, and basically suspend their 
constitutional rights. 

This re-enforced an earlier decision made by the 
Fairfield Unified School District to ban all clothing 
advertising alcohol products. Appropriately, any 
students wearing Corona and Spuds MacKenzie 
shirts were told to go home and change. Refusal to 
do so was or continual transgressions resulted in 
suspension. 

Does this affect students at Vacaville High 
School? Not yet. Our dress code only states that 
we cannot wear anything "disruptive to the educa- 
tional process". "Disruptive" being defined by 
Mrs. Powell as "bothersome to the teacher in 
charge or administration". We have the freedom 
to express ourselves openly now, but how long will 
it last?

Because of 
this, in late '87, Vacaville High was visited by a 
group of Japanese educators who were touring the 
recognized schools on the West Coast. The edu- 
cators went to academic classes and ate lunch with 
the Student Council. Councilmember Dawn Robin- 
son stated, "Much was learned by the Japanese 
Educators visit."

"We the people of the United States , in order to 
form a more perfect Union, establish justice, insure 
domestic transquillity, provide for the common de- 
fense, promote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, 
do ordain and establish this Constitution for the 
United States of America."

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Seismotologists expect a massive earthquake to 
hit L.A. within the next 30 years, when the San 
Andreas Fault (650 mile seam that bisects California 
just 30 miles inland from L.A.) comes apart. The 
October quake was along a small fault that paral- 
lels the San Andreas and runs under the Los Angeles 
suburb of Whittier.
